1886 - St. Mary’s Church - 196l 


The year 1886 was drawing to a close when the Episcopal Church 
held services in Amityville for the first time. Liberty Hall on Broadway 
opposite Oak Street, now in the middle of the Oak Street extension, was 
the scene of that event. So far as we know, there are no persons living 
today who attended that service. The Rev. Charles A. Jessup, D. D. read 
Evening Prayer. The Rev. Jesse A. Locke preached at that service and a 
lay reader from Farmingdale, James Noble, read the lessons. 

Thirty years later Father Noble recalled that day in a letter to Father 
Crowell. “The hall was packed. I brought with me on that occasion a 
bus load of singing men and women from Farmingdale and a good or- 
ganist, Miss Etta Vancott. From the time of the first service until my 
going we had good, hearty music.” 

Fifty years later the Rev. Dr. Jessup writes to the present rector, 
“My remembrance of that first Prayer Book service held in Amityville is 
_as clear and vivid as if the service had taken place last year instead of fifty 

years ago. I am proud that it fell to my lot to have a share in that service.” 

That service was the result of a request made by a Mr. Kramer to the 
lay reader, James Noble, in Farmingdale for services of the Episcopal 
Church in Amityville. When Bishop Littlejohn heard of it, he gladly 
gave his consent, Thus was the seed planted of what is our St. Mary’s 
Church of today. 

In this Hall on June 12, 1887, Holy Baptism was administered to 
Violet Spencer Hurd, Carrie Roberta Wanser, Abner Graham Wanser and 
Anthony Vander Hoost Wanser. The first baby to be baptized, Violet 
Spencer Hurd, grew up in St. Mary’s and when she became a young lady 
was the first one to be married in the church. 

After the first service, the people decided to continue the work and 
it was left to two young ladies, Miss Gertrude Wanser and Miss Ruth 
Williams, to go out and secure pledges for this purpose. Less than $25 
per week was considered adequate and the amount was soon secured. 

After this period of planting there followed the period of taking 
root. The first move was from the Hall to a cottage owned by Mr. Wil- 
liam Skinner who had some partitions removed, thus making a very satis- 
factory place of worship until a church could be built. 

The first Confirmation was administered on May 3rd, 1888 in this 
cottage by Bishop Littlejohn. The Parish Register records them as follows: 

Mary Frances Smith, William Skinner, Harriet Lewis Skinner, Em- 
ma Hard, Phoebe Etta Ketcham, Lillie Bell Ketcham, Annie Elizabeth Ket- 
cham, Henry Gustavus Foster, Belle Foster, Cora Phoebe Wanser, Edith 
Wanser, Esther Williams. 

The Church School was started in this cottage and it is a matter of 
some importance that when, in later years, the church was closed for a 
time, the Sunday School held regular sessions due largely to the fact that 
Mr. Skinner gave his thought and time to the care of the Church’s children. 

This cottage, which has figured so much in the early days of St. 
Marty’s, stood in the front of Mr. Skinner’s present home. Later it was 
moved to a site on the west side of Park Avenue on the grounds of the 
present Grammar School and subsequently it was moved to its present 
site on the south side of Mill Street. 


The Church really began to grow and the need of a church building 
was felt. The site of the present building was purchased and work com- 
menced at once. The Building Committee consisted of James Noble, 
Stephen Williams, Gilbert Williams and William Skinner. Subscriptions 
were obtained by Mr. Noble and Mr. Skinner. Generous contributions 
came from Grace Church, Massapequa, especially from Mr. John D. 
Jones who paid the last $1000 in order that the Church might be conse- 
crated. 

The ground was broken for the Church in the form of a cross in the 
presence of Mr. Noble and two Sunday school boys, Edward V. Brown and 
Sylvanus S. Brown. 

Remove the paving from streets and sidewalks; whisk away the 
buildings now standing on the corners of Broadway at Avon Place and 
Ireland Place; set out a clump of trees in the “Triangle”; turn back the 
years until you come to the time when Amityville was a small village out 
in the country before the days of concrete, automobiles and traffic. Now 
we have the setting for that great day, November 21, 1889, when those 
first members of St. Mary’s, having built a house unto the Lord, formed 
a procession at the cottage and, with banners flying joyfully, passed along 
Broadway and entered the church for the consecration of God’s House 
by Bishop Littlejohn. 

Mr. Noble was ordained Deacon this same year but did not receive 
Priest's orders until some years later. The fact that this work was done 
during these root-taking years without the services of a resident priest 
speaks well for the loyalty, initiative and conviction of those first members 
of St. Mary’s. 

Evidently, many people were interested in the church as gathered 
from the letter written by Father Noble on the occasion of the Thirtieth 
Anniversary. He wrote, ‘The first lecturn used, as well as the cross and 
the altar shelf, were made and presented by Mr. Fred Smith, a Methodist 
gentleman. Someone unknown presented the candlesticks, which were 
given to St. Pauls, Roosevelt, when new ones were acquired by St. Mary’s 
in the early 1940s. 

When the Church proper was built, the altar was bought with money 
left by a Bridget Welsh of Brooklyn for a memorial, The legacy came 
through the Rev. Dr. Johnson of Brooklyn. It represented the savings of 
forty years of toil in a rope factory. 

The cross was the gift of a New York Churchwoman, the Eucharistic 
lights were from a priest, the Vesper lights from a Methodist, one pair 
of vases from a Presbyterian, the Missal and Lectern Bible from a Meth- 
odist, the Lectern from a Quakeress, the Font was purchased with money 
which I asked for from the late Rev. Dr. Lucius Bancroft of Christ Church, 
South Brooklyn. The Prayer Desk and Sedilium were the gift of Mr, and 
Mrs. Stephen Williams. And who can forget those dear people. They 
were true helpers, as were also Mr. Gilbert Williams and Esther (Mrs. 
Knapp) his second daughter. The pulpit I purchased from a general 
fund. Who gave the Hymn-tablet and Missal desk and altar railing I do 
not remember. The Church was carpeted throughout by Mr. William 
Blake, a Roman Catholic, who was a very much interested and faithful 
worshiper in St. Mary’s. The Angel windows on the Gospel side of the 
chancel were the gift of Miss Mary Carman and her brother: those on the 
Epistle side were the gift of Mrs. S. V. Spencer and Mr, William Skinner. 
The chairs in the sanctuary, very old then (100 years or sO) were in the 


old, old St. John’s, Brooklyn, which stood on the site of the Brooklyn 
Theatre, which burned down and took toll of some five or six hundred 
lives.” 

We also learn from Father Noble’s letter that there was no uncer- 
tain Churchmanship in his day even though he was then but a lay reader. 
He says, “From the beginning to the time of my departure, there was 
never a celebration of the Holy Communion without lights, vestments, 
Eastward position, wafer Bread and the Mixed Chalice. I taught and 
practiced the Catholic Faith then and now and God has been with me.” 

With the departure of the Rev. James Noble in 1891, St. Mary’s 
entered upon a period of uncertainty as to her real strength, and the depth 
of her roots. Unfortunately, no resident priest was sent to the parish. 
Two lay readers, Mr. Leon D. Bonnett and Mr. A. D. Wilson, carried on 
the work for a year. In 1892, the Rev. John T. Matthews became priest 
in charge and the following year the Rev. C. P. A. Burnett came for two 
yeats 1893-1895, and the Rev. G. V. Gilreath was in charge the following 
year, 1896-1897. These must have been trying years for St. Mary’s when 
the roots were starved and the growth retarded. 

In the early summer of 1897, the Church was closed. Then along 
- came a student of the General Theological Seminary on a visit to Amity- 
ville. As he walked down Broadway from the Railroad Station, he saw a 
closed church, made inquiries, wrote to the Bishop and obtained permis- 
sion to hold services in St, Mary’s. That young man was Roelif H. Brooks 
who became rector of St. Thomas’ Church, New York City. Thirty-nine 
years ago he opened St, Mary’s never to be closed again. 

From 1898 to 1902, the Rev. Herbert J. Glover was priest-in-charge. 
St. Mary’s now experienced a stir of new life. A Parish House was built 
on the south side of the Church. Work with the young people was par- 
ticularly active and successful. The Willing Workers and the Good 
Purpose Clubs, organized at this time, carried on for many years and led 
on to other church organizations. St. Mary’s Guild was organized in these 
early days, in fact even before the Church was built. Mrs. William 
Skinner was the first President. Mrs. W. W. Hulse also was active in 
the Guild as were others whose names cannot be recalled. 

The Rev. W. D. P. Bliss was very active in St. Mary’s for the next 
five years, 1902-1907. His daughter, Enid, directed plays and entertain- 
ments for the young people. Mr. Skinner was also much interested in 
this work at that time. The Virgin Mary window on the south aisle was 
given by members of the church in memory of Enid Bliss who died in 
Red Cross Service in France. 

A hardy plant will survive the rigour of storms and will come forth 
in due time to bloom again. It is good to believe that any ordeals St. 
Maty’s endured proved to be the means of her gaining more strength and 
vitality in the years that followed. 

The Rev. Henry Loundes Drew, M.A., came to St. Mary's in 1907 
from the Church of the Good Shepherd, Brooklyn, where he had been the 
assistant. For six years Father Drew labored for the spiritual and physical 
welfare of St. Mary’s and, in spite of many difficulties, left a good work 
behind him. During his time many splendid families were added to the 
Church. The side aisle was built in 1908. This addition was given by 
Mrs. Bixby, sister of William Mincher who served on the Building Com- 
mittee with Dr. John Louden, B. T. Ebbets, Louis G. Dauenhauer and 
A. B. Wiley. Also the rood screen and reredos were built by Father Drew. 


Through the encouragement of Dr. John Louden, the Rectory was built, 
the Parish House first being moved to the rear of the Church. Dr. John 
Louden served on the Building Committee and gave most generously to 
the Rectory Fund. 


A happy ministry of three and one-half years was spent in St. Mary’s 
by the Rev. John Whiting Crowell, Father Crowell was an oblate of 
Mt. Calvary and Secretary of the Confraternity of the Blessed Secrament. 
By his pleasing personality, he won the hearts of many members of the 
church who today are staunch supporters of the Church, workers in every 
project and devout communicants. 


Father Crowell took charge of St. Mary’s on June 20, 1913. That 
fall the Church School opened with a much increased attendance and in a 
short time about 100 children were in the School. 


When Father Crowell died in Newport, Vermont, where he was 
Rector, his devout friends in St. Mary’s gave the Resurrection Window on 
the north side of the Church in his memory. 


The Rev. Vedder Van Dyck, the late Bishop of Vermont, came down 
from Farmingdale to become priest-in-charge of St. Mary’s on January 
1M Fe BN Ye 

The seed which took root and grew until it bore fruit and became a 
hardy plant, able to weather storms and feel its strength was now entering 
the period of stability. 

During Father Noble’s time, no money was received from the Diocese 
but after 1889, the Diocese gave financial aid to St. Mary’s as an organ- 
ized mission. This aid continued until 1921 when, urged by Mr. Skinner, 
St. Mary’s applied for parish status and was received by the Diocese in 
Convention and became a Parish. On April 4th, Father Van Dyck was 
elected first Rector, The twelve years which this energetic priest spent 
in St. Mary’s rsulted in a substantial increase in membership and contti- 
butions and there was a sense of church life developed which made St. 
Mary’s an influence and power for good. 


In 1920, the Church acquired, for its own protection, two plots of 
ground, one to the south fronting 58 feet on Broadway and one fronting 
100 feet on Avon Place which, in furtherance of this policy was sold to 
the Masonisc Lodge as a site for its temple. About this time some $3,000 
was spent on the building of a choir room and guild room under the 
Church. A few years later a similar amount was raised for the enlarge- 
ment of the Parish Hall kitchen and the addition of two rooms, besides 
which a new ceiling was put on the auditorium and a hardwood floor 
laid. Extensive plantings were also made for the adornments of the 
church grounds and new roofs placed on Parish House and Church. 

On January 31st, 1929, the rectorship of Father Van Dyck came to 
an end when he accepted a call to become Rector of St. Paul’s Burling- 
ton, Vermont. 

The Rev. Bayard H. Goodwin became Rector on March 1, 1929, 
and his rectorship is continuing at the present time. 

Father Goodwin has been at St. Mary’s through three decades: the 
thirties, depression years, with the parish on a pay-as-you-go basis; the 
forties, war and recovery years, the corporate and spiritual strength was 
re-kindled, the fifties — prosperity, spiritual strength flowered. 

For many years St. Mary’s Annual Fair was the important social 
and financial event of the year. It started in the eighteen hundred’s soon 


after the church was founded and reached its zenith during the twenties 
under the guidance of Mrs. Carrie E. Louden. 

All through the year, people would make and collect items to sell 
at the various tables and booths set up in the parish hall. 

In 1929 the fair accounted for approximately one third of the yearly 
budget. However, with the dark days of the depression years setting 
in, the revenue raised by the fair dwindled and other means of financial 
support were needed. This lead to the establishment of the every member 
canvass. 

Father Goodwin conducted the first every member canvass for St. 
Mary's in the year he first came to Amityville. This helped to put the 
church on a business-like basis and encouraged weekly giving as a con- 
stant reminder that we are stewards of God's bounty here on earth. 

Father Goodwin gathered together some of the women of the church, 
the officers of the Guild and the Altar Guild and formed a Rector’s 
Council which helped to meet the financial problems month by month. 
Mrs. Louise Richards, a devoted church worker, organist, choir master 
and president of the Guild, ran many a church supper and cake sale to 
meet the emergency of the day. Other women who helped during this 
~ period of the thirties were Mrs. George Doherty, Mrs. Louis G. Dauen- 
hauer, Mrs. Alex Lumley, Mrs. Paul Bailey, Mrs. Bayard Goodwin, Mrs. 
Alfred S. Griffiths, Mrs. Alfred Stevens, Mrs. George Soux, Mrs. Frank 
C. Morrell and many others. 

In 1929 Mrs. Frank C. Morrell had Mr. Day paint a series of paint- 
ings on the panels of the reredos depicting various saints. The saints, 
starting from the gospel side and going across are: St. Francis of Assissi, 
St. Columba, St. Ann, St. Mary, St. John, St. Elizabeth, St. Augustine 
and St. Alban. These paintings were given as a thank offering for her 
safe return from a visit to her home in Vienna, Austria. 

Also in 1929 the sacristy was enlarged to its present size and a 
washroom was added in the basement of the church. 

In 1932 Mrs. Sadie Louden Stauf replaced the early light fixtures 
in the church with the more suitable lights which are still in use. 

It was in 1932 that the heating plant gave out. It had been kept 
going the previous year with much loving care by B. T. Ebbets and 
several pecks of potatoes he had added to the boiler to keep it from 
leaking. A new furnace was installed by Mr. Ebbets who donated his 
labor to St. Mary’s. Throughout this period Mr. Ebbets, better known 
as Ben, unstintingly gave his services as plumber and his devotion as a 
churchman. Since coming to St. Mary’s in the early 1900's he has served 
St. Mary’s as vestry man, warden, delegate to diocesan convention, treas- 
urer of the men’s club and as a member of Brotherhood of St. Andrew. 

In 1935 four active and devoted women of the parish, Miss Ruth 
Paterson, Mrs. Alfred W. Stevens, Jr., Mrs. William Stauf and Mrs. 
George Doherty gave the chapel of St. Michael and All Angels. This 
chapel was placed in the basement under the church in the choir room. 
Originally it was used for the place of repose of the Sacrament during 
Maundy Thursday. During the war, when fuel rationing made it impos- 
sible to heat the church, the Mass was said there every day. 

When the fiftieth anniversary of the founding of St. Mary’s oc- 
curred in 1936, the parish marked the event with a week-long celebration. 
Services were held throughout the week from Sunday, Novmber 22, to 
Sunday, November 29. 


Several past priests-in-charge of St. Mary's and the first rector re- 
turned and took part in services at the altar. Others who could not attend 
sent messages of regard and all recalled with fondest recollection the 
parts that they had played in the history of St. Mary’s. 


Father VanDyck, who later became Bishop of Vermont, was priest-in- 
charge and rector of St. Mary’s from 1917 to 1929, came back to help 
celebrate the event, as did the Rev. Roelifs H. Brooks, Rector of St. 
Thomas, New York, who held services in St. Mary’s in 1897 and 1898 
when a lay reader. 


Also to take part in the celebration came the venerable Henry B. 
Bryan, Canon of the Cathedral of the Incarnation from 1896 to 1907, who 
had held many a baptism in St. Mary’s at the turn of the century. 


The two Suffragan Bishops of Long Island, The Rev. J. I. Blair 
Larned and the Rt. Rev. Frank W. Creighton completed the list of visit- 
ing clergy who helped make the celebration a memorable one. 

A parish reception was held Tuesday evening, November 24, and 
it was an outstanding success. 


A Golden Jubilee booklet was prepared to record the event and in it 
Dr, Edward Chambers prepared an excellent history of the first fifty 
years of St. Mary’s which is the first part of this history. 

A larger pipe organ, originally from a church in New Jersey, was 
installed in honor of the fiftieth anniversary. Mr. Joseph Wrench 
headed the committee which obtained the funds for the instrument. His 
daughter, Miss Joan Wrench, now Mrs. John J. Salerno, was the organ- 
ist and choir master at that time. 

In 1939, the second Sunday of Lent, March 5, to be exact, a chap- 
ter of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew was installed in St. Mary’s. The 
twelve charter members of this chapter were Louis G. Dauenhauer, H. 
Worth Ake, Monroe and Wesley Bold, Ben Ebbets, Sinclair Senerans, 
George Barth, Kenneth Darling, Franklin and Herbert Booth, William 
Doherty and Bayard Goodwin, Jr., son of the rector. Mr. Dauenhauer 
was the first director of the Brotherhood. Since that time the Brotherhood 
has been in the forefront of parish activities. It has been particularly 
effective in its aid during the every-member canvass. 

During the war years, 1941 to 1945, 77 men from St. Mary’s were 
in service. These men were remembered by name everyday at the Mass 
offered in the chapel by Father Goodwin. 

A shrine was installed at the head of the south aisle to enable special 
remembrances for the men in service. Mr. Joseph Wrench had a scroll 
prepared of the names of the men from St. Mary’s. This scroll was hung 
over the shrine and the names are reproduced on the opposite page. 

At the end of the war the shrine was converted to a peace shrine. 
The Rev. and Mrs. Bayard H. Goodwin gave the Christus Rex Crucifix 
to hang over the shrine. 

In 1945 there came the financial turning point of the parish. The 
every-member canvass, conducted that year by professional canvassers, 
more than doubled the income during the next year. 

During the war many people had contributed their Savings Bonds to 
St. Mary’s and in 1946 they were redeemed for the amount of $3,025.00. 
This, together with $2,000 given by Mr, Alfred S. Griffiths, enabled the 
parish half to be enlarged. An extension was added to the rear of the 
hall which included wash rooms and storage area as well as a rear exit.

The rest of the parish hall was renovated and since that time it has been 
in demand as a community meeting place. 

It was also in 1946 that the tower bell was rung regularly as a 
sanctus bell when the Rev. Frank C. Morrell, a deacon of the church, 
had the bell mechanically connected to the altar so that the acolyte could 
tring it during the Mass. This was replaced in 1955 by the electronic 
sanctus which is presently in use. 

The rear of the property of the church which had become greatly 
overgrown became an area of interest and the vestry had it cleared and 
leveled. A garage was erected at the rear of the parish hall in 1949 
with cement blocks donated by Rice O. Bunnell. 


It was deemed necessary to widen Broadway to accomodate the 
hustle and bustle and of growing Long Island and in 1952 the state 
took a strip of property from the front of St. Mary’s. With some of the 
money thus obtained the entire front of St. Mary’s was landscaped and 
although the church was nearer the street it was still a beauty spot on the 
Triangle. 

The Sunday leaflet, which is still in use, was started in 1952. 
Through it the rector can teach and inform the parish, as well as give 
out the weekly notices. 


In 1951 Mr. Herbert Wainwright became the organist and choir 
master and although he has to commute from Baldwin his faithfulness 
in attendance is commendable. 


In 1954 Father Goodwin celebrated the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
his rectorship at St. Mary’s. The celebration started with Evensong on 
Sunday evening, February 28th, with the Rt. Rev. James P. DeWolfe, 
Bishop of Long Island, who preached the sermon. The Venerable 
Harry J. Stretch, Canon of the Cathedral of the Incarnation and Arch 
Deacon of Queens, Nassau and Suffolk and the Rev, Albert E. 
Greanoff, Rector of St. John’s Church, Huntington also took part in the 
service. Evensong was followed by a dinner given in the Masonic 
Temple because so many people attended that the Parish Hall was too 
small to hold them all. 


In 1955 with the assistance of a gift of Christian Dittman, not of 
St. Mary’s, a new Baldwin electronic organ was obtained, replacing the 
pipe organ which was installed on the 50th anniversary, This enabled a 
rearranging of the church which provided for the extension of several 
pews and the establishing of the shrine at its present location. Mr. 
Jesse Purdy who has done so much of the carpentry around the church 
built the shrine as it now stands. 


In 1959 the state took additional property from the front of St. 
Mary's to again widen Broadway. Several of the trees which framed 
St. Mary’s had to go and the front of the church took on its present 
look. 

Several members of St. Mary’s have been singled out for recognition 
by the diocese. Mr. William Skinner, Mr. Louis G. Dauenhauer and 
the Rev. Canon Frank C. Morrell have been awarded the Distinguished 
Service Cross and Honor Certificates have been awarded to Horace A. 
Darling and Paul J. Horne. 


The Rev, Canon Frank C. Morrell who has been a member of 
St. Mary’s since 1926 is a deacon of the church. He has served St. Maty’s 
as a vestryman, church school teacher and assisted at mass. He became 


the Bishop’s Chaplain and finally has been installed as a Honorary 
Canon of the Cathedral of the Incarnation. 


The present rector Father Goodwin was elected to the Diocesan 
Council for a term of office and is on the Board of Examining Chaplains, 
an office he has held since 1950. He is also a member of the faculty of 
the George Mercer, Jr. School of Theology of the Diocese of Long Island. 


Two boys who grew up in St. Mary's have gone on to become 
priests. The Rev. James Richards, rector of St. Paul’s, Washington, D.C., 
served as an acolyte at St. Mary’s under Father Van Dyck. His grand- 
father, the Rev. William Wiley, was rector at Grace Church, Massapequa, 
from 1898 to 1934. His mother, Mrs. Louise Richards, who was such a 
help around St, Mary’s, being organist, choir master, president of the 
Guild, and running anything that needed doing, left St. Mary’s to keep 
house for her son when he took his first parish in Merchantsville, N.J. 
The St. Cecilia window, over the organ console, was given by friends 
in memory of Mrs. Richards. 


The Rev. William Nieman, rector of Grace Church, Madison, 
N.J., also came from St. Mary’s. He served as an altar boy for Father 
-Goodwin, who presented him for ordination to the deaconate in the 
Cathedral at Garden City. He was ordained in Vermont by Bishop 
VanDyck. His mother, Mrs. Dorothy Nieman, was active in the church 
choir and was an outstanding soprano. 


It seems fitting, even at the risk of some repetition that we should 
call the roll of those who figured so largely in the history of St. Mary’s. 


Mr. and Mrs, William Skinner always took an active part in the 
church and have contributed generously of themselves to every project. 
They were among the founders of St. Mary’s and he served in practically 
all the possible capacities at one time or another. He served on the 
Mission Committee for years, was treasurer from time to time and was 
both a Warden and Vestryman. He started the custom of giving a 
special offering in November to be added to the Endowment Fund which 
had been started in 1927 by Walter Stratton with a donation of $50 in 
memory of his wife. What Mr. Skinner started as an annual gift of $5 
has grown into the special offering on the Feast of the Dedication and 
thanks to the custom, together with several legacies, the Endowment 
Fund is now more than six thousand dollars. The Triumphal Entry 
Windows on the north side of the church have been given in memory 
of him and his wife by his daughter. 


His daughter, Miss Ethel Skinner, represents the family now and 
is a regular attender at the eleven o'clock service. 

Mr. and Mrs. E. W. Hurd and Mrs. Sylvanus V. Spencer, parents of 
Mrs, Hurd and Mrs. Skinner, while not church people, were generous 
in their support. 

Mr. and Mrs. Stephen R. Williams were among the founders of St. 
Mary’s. Their interest, generosity and tireless energy in no small way 
brought about the building of the church. 

Mrs. Roger S. Williams, daughter-in-law of Mr. and Mrs. Stephen 
R. Williams, served in the Church as organist and Sunday School teacher 
for over twenty years. In 1917 a memorial tablet was placed in the 
nave of the church in appreciation of her devoted service. Mr. William 
B. Paye designed the tablet and the vestry appointed him to purchase 
the same. 


Mr, Gilbert P. Williams, brother of Stephen R. Williams, was the 
Treasurer of the Parish for many years. His daughters, Miss Ruth Wil- 
liams, Mrs. Esther Knapp and Mrs. Naomi Griffiths, were all active 
in the life of the church. 

Mts. Knapp was in the first confirmation class and is still a reg- 
ular attender at the eleven o'clock service. Her nephew, Millard F. 
Griffiths, is a vestryman and tenor in the choir and is one more bridge 
tying St. Mary’s present with its past. 

Mr. and Mrs. Henry G. Foster were devoted workers to the end 
of their lives. Mr. Foster was the first treasurer of the church. 

Mrs. Fred W. Smith, another member of the first confirmation 
class was very active in her early days. Her husband, Mr. Fred W. 
Smith, built the rectory. 

The Wanser family is mentioned especially in Father Noble’s let- 
ter. “There came to help us the gifted and beautiful daughters of the 
Wanser family.’ These young ladies were members of the choir and 
active in everything that concerned the church’s life. It is unfortunate 
that they have no representative in St. Mary’s today. 

Mrs. Daniel Ketcham and her daughters, Miss Annie and Miss Lil- 
lie, were all in the first confirmation class. Of Mrs. Daniel Ketcham 
Father Noble said, ‘She was a dear, devoted, faithful soul who in her 
advancing years gave herself to Holy Baptism and Confirmation, the very 
first fruits. No more consecrated and earnest soul ever was then Mrs. 
Ketcham. She brought her children and her children’s children to Bap- 
tism and Confirmation. She set apart a piece of ground for flowers for 
the altar, and day by day for many a month went to church and kept it 
free from dust.” 

The grand-daughter of this devout church woman was the wife 
of the Rt. Rev. Vedder VanDyck, the late Bishop of Vermont, and 
formerly rector of St. Mary’s, 

The Dauenhauer family has been a part of the Parish since 1894. 
Louis Dauenhauer was a boy soprano in the choir, then an acolyte, later 
Director of the Brotherhod of St. Andrew and at the present is a member 
of the vestry. His wife has been active in church activities, is a past 
president of the Guild, and throughout the Thirties, was ready to help 
in any capacity. 

Mrs. Stephen Tredwell Carman and Miss Mary Carman were staunch 
supporters of St. Mary’s in the early days. 

The Louden family, while not actually members, befriended St. 
Mary's from the beginning. Alma, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Louden, later Mrs. William M. Tobias, became a communicant. A 
beautiful stained-glass window was given in her memory by her husband. 

Mrs. Carrie Louden was a life-long member of St. Mary’s and was 
over ninety when she passed on just a few years ago, She was a devoted 
member of the parish and took particular interest in the Annual Fair and 
the St. Mary’s Bridge which were the social events of the year during the 
Twenties and Thirties. She was also the guiding light of the Luncheon 
Bridge, a bi-monthly gathering of many of the women of the Parish 
who raised funds for the support of St. Mary’s. A stained-glass window 
was given in her memory by her family. 

Her daughter, Mrs. Grace Burns, and son-in-law, Mr. Arthur Burns, 
were active members of the Church. Mr. Burns was a vestryman for 
many years, Two of the vases, regularly used at the altar, were given 


by them in memory of their daughter Mrs. Alma Burns Lueder. At the 
present time, Mr. William Burns, son of Mr. Arthur Burns, is the mayor 
of Amityville. 

Mr. James Burton Shaw, grand nephew of Mrs. Carrie Louden, 
married Ruth Goodwin, third daughter of the present Rector, and is 
the present representative of the family in St. Mary’s. 

Mrs. Marietta Purdy and Miss Sara Elizabeth Purdy loved the 
Church. Our beautiful Font was given by the daughter in memory of 
her mother. 

The Heartts, the duPuys, and the George Baileys are names known 
and honored in St. Mary’s. 

The Neville Family of Lindenhurst chose St. Mary's for their 
church home and attended regularly. 

And from Great Neck, now Copiague, we call the names of the 
James and George Drake, the Velsors and the Browns. 

Mrs. Ella Jane Graber will always be remembered with affection by 
those who knew her. For years she taught Sunday School and never 
missed the eleven o'clock service. 

The Darling family has been connected with St, Mary’s since 1898. 
Horace and Kenneth are active today. Both have served on the vestry 
and Horace is one of the wardens at the present time. 

In those days Amityville was a summer resort and the congregations 
were augmented by numerous families, among them the Myers, the 
Haights, Mr. and Mrs. H. T. Meloney of Baltimore, friends of the Gilbert 
Williams. The latter were great music lovers and they helped with the 
church music, also in arranging numerous benefits. Mrs. Meloney, al- 
though a Methodist, in her enthusiasm, took embroidery lessons from the 
nuns and embroidered and presented to the Church our first Festival 
Hangings. After that Mr. and Mrs. Meloney became ardent Episcopal- 
ians. 

Names more in the present are those of Mr. Paul J. Horne who 
served as treasurer during the trying days of the Thirties, is at the present 
time one of the wardens. 

Another past treasurer is the late Lincoln DeGraw whose wife still 
is very active in the parish work. 

Two of the vases, regularly used at the altar have been given in 
his memory by friends. 

Mr. James A. Boarer was a vestryman and church school superin- 
tendent during the Fifties. A Crucifix was given in his memory by the 
Church School and hangs in the Parish Hall, His wife, who was always 
his help-mate is active in the parish and a teacher in the church school. 
The Blessed Virgin shown in the Annunciation Windows is given in 
“Jim's” memory by Mrs. Boarer and son James. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jesse L. Purdy have been active members for a good 
many years. Jesse, who is a carpenter by trade, has contributed much of 
his talent in work around St. Mary’s. At the present time he is a member 
of the vestry. 

Mr. C. Arthur Marsden has been clerk of the vestry longer than 
any other clerk, more than twenty years. His wife has been head of the 
Guild of the Christ Child since it was started. 

Miss Ruth Paterson was Directress of the Altar Guild for more 
than ten years. She was also a constant support in the choir and her 
lead soprano guided many a hymn. She gave the creche which is used 


to depict the Nativity during the seasons of Christmas and Epiphany. 

Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Stevens will be remembered with fond rec- 
ollection. He served on the vestry and sang in the choir for many years 
Mrs. Stevens served on the Guild. 

Mr. Joseph Wrench also served on the vestry and sang in the choir 
during the same period of the Thirties. Mr. Wrench’s daughter, Mrs. 
John J. Salerno, then Miss Joan Wrench, was the choir master and organ- 
ist. 

Mr. Frank Beebe Powell served on the vestry. His mother, Mrs. 
Ethel Beebe, still attends regularly, and for many years was treasurer 
of the Altar Guild. 

Mrs. George A, Scux, Mrs. George Doherty, Mrs. Louis Schafer 
and Mrs. Howard M. Booth have all been active in the life of St. Mary’s. 
Mrs. Booth has been chairman of the United Women’s Thank Offering 
for the last twenty years and assists Mrs. Charles Ortoleva in the Church 
School kindergarten. 

Mr. and Mrs. Edward Mansfield have both been active in church 
life. Mr. Mansfield has been both a member of the vestry and the 
choir. The Mansfields gave the Sanctuary Lamp in 1948. 

Mrs. Helen Wells who attends regularly gave the present cross on 
the steeple. 

Mr. John Delves has helped serve his parish in often times contri- 
buting his legal services when they were needed. 

Mrs. Ernest F. Hartman gave the Calvary on the Rood Screen in 
memory of her sons Richard William and Frederick Arthur. Richard was 
killed in the first 24 hours of the war. He was the only member of St. 
Mary’s lost due to the war. 

Rice O. Bunnell was a vestryman who gave much of himself to 
his church. 

Harold Spitzform and Arthur Kraft are the present treasurer and 
assistant treasurer. Both are on the vestry and are in the forefront of 
Parish effort today. 

Mr. and Mrs. John Lozier are prominent members of the Church. 
Mrs. Lozier is treasurer of the Altar Guild. Last month she gave a pro- 
cessional Crucifix of the Christus Rex in memory of her mother. 

Mr. and Mrs. S. James Hardesty moved to Amityville in 1936 and 
regularly attended St. Mary’s. Mrs. Hardesty died in 1958. Since then 
Jim Hardesty has given two seats in the Sanctuary and the Angel Gabriel 
in the Annunciation Windows in her memory. 

A complete roll call is impossible. Every church has its un-named 
host of faithful, loving, generous souls and St. Mary’s is no exception. 
As Father Noble wrote, “There are many precious souls who gave gen- 
erously of their means and time to help the work along. What we for- 
get of good deeds and loyal service are written in God's Book of Re- 
membrance.”’
